No. 4. 
JOINT RESOLUTIONS relating to Slavery, the Slave trade, Polygamy 

and the security of the Territories of the United States. 

Resolvd, by the Senate and Assembly of the State of 
Wisconsin, That our Senators in Congress be and they 
are hereby instructed, and our Representatives request-
ed, First—To oppose the passage of any act for the 
government of any Territory now belonging to the 
United States, or which may hereafter be acquired, un-
less it shall contain a provision forever prohibiting the 
introduction of slavery or involuntary servitude into 
said Territories, except as a punishment for crime. 

Second.—To oppose the admission of any more Slave 
States into the Federal Unicni.
